Oil soaked hay invades north beaches; 
new strategy in effort to plug leak 


High tides hampered efforts to clean 
ankle-deep oil from Gaviota and Refugio 
beaches today as oil workers struggled 
to stem new oil leaks in Santa Barbara 
Channel 
Strong southeast winds began pushing 
the oil inland along the coastline between 
Refugio Beach and Point Conception last 
Thursday. William Riddle, county ranger 
told the Record today that the Point and 
Jalama Beach had apparently escaped 
the fate of more southerly beaches — at 
least for now. 
Riddle said he had seen three dead 
birds along Gaviota Beach. Swimming, 
surfing and fishing were at a stand­ 
still, according to the ranger. 
Yesterday area residents reported an­ 
kle-deep oil on Gaviota and surf boards 
were heavily coated with the sticky oil. 
Riddle said state and county officials 
had made frequent trips to Gaviota and 
Refugio since the new devastation began 
last week. 
Meanwhile oil worker activated a well 
5’/2 miles offshore today to siphon off 
gas from a pressurized pool beneath the 
ocean floor which has bubbled for six 
days and created an oil slick two miles 
long. 
Engineers lowered an explosive device 
through the well shaft and blasted holes 
in the well casing. It was hoped the ac­ 
cumulated gas could be sucked through 
the holes to the surface and dissipated, 


thus removing the energy of the oil flow. 
The shaft was located under the same 
platform where another well blew out 
last month. More than 230,000 gallons 
of crude petroleum boiled to the surface 
before the well was sealed with drilling 
and mud and concrete. 
Interior Secretary Walter J. 
Hickel 
Monday granted permission for the op­ 
eration to the Union Oil Co. The direc­ 
tive authorizing use of the well was ef­ 
fective for 72 hours. 
The surface slick ranged from 10 to 
30 feet wide and extended northwest of 
the platform. Fingers of the slick smoth­ 
ered kelp beds in heavy amounts near 
beaches at Gaviota and Refugio and some 
of the crude petroleum washed in on 
the sands. 
Nearly 800 workers, 550 of them con­ 
tracted by Union, again Monday laid down 
mats of loose straw in harbors and along 
beaches in Santa Barbara and Ventura 
Counties to soak up oil sent shoreward 
by a larger slick created by the runa­ 
way well last month. 
Before the well was sealed Feb. 7, the 
slick it fed touched 35 miles of once- 
glistening beaches. 
The new leak from the sub-bottom pool 
was described by Union as “ residual 
seepage” formed by the previous uncon­ 
trolled well. The effort to halt the seep­ 
age coincided with the passing of a storm 
front. 


Workers said it was hoped the flow 
from the pool could be stemmed before 
southwest winds trailing the storm push 
the slick toward the coastline. 
In related developments Monday in 
Washington, Hickel announced new regu­ 
lations, effective immediately, making 
oil companies liable for the cost of 
cleaning any future pollution of the sea 
from drilling on offshore federal leases. 
The regulation stipulates the govern­ 
ment would not be required to prove 
the oil firms were at fault. A spokes­ 
man for Hickel said the new order 
would not affect Union’s Santa Barbara 
well. In any case, the firm has alrea­ 
dy voluntaered to pay all costs stem­ 
ming from the leakage. 
The Interior Department unofficially 
estimated Monday it would cost at least 
$1 billion to make any permanent move 
to end drilling in tlie Santa Barbara 
Channel. 
The cost cited would include only what 
the federal government would be forced 
to pay oil companies to cancel leases 
and the loss of oil royalties now paid 
into the U.S. Treasury. 
Rep. Charles M. Teague, R-Calif., 
declared he would press for an end to 
the drilling despite the cost. Teague’s 
district includes Santa Barbara.

Ranchers stymied in efforts 
to get Federal assistance 


Learning that Lompoc Valley and other 
Santa Ynez River area farmers who suf­ 
fered extensive flood damages recent­ 
ly have been stymied in attempts to get 
state or Federal aid to put their lands 
back in production, the Board of Super­ 
visors renewed efforts Monday to help. 
Meanwhile, estimates of farm land flood 
damage in the county have risen in re­ 
cent weeks from about $2.5 million to $4- 
milllon. 
The board authorized Public Works 
Department officials to ascertain if sur­ 
plus earth-moving equipment could be 
loaned to the farmers. 
In addition, the State Disaster Office 
will be asked to raise the $2,500 maxi­ 
mum aid figure to $10,000 and more 
flexibility for Federal Housing Admin­ 
istration loans will be sought on behalf 
of the agriculturalists. 
County Farm Bureau president John 
Beattie, of Lompoc Valley, told the 
board “ we’ve run into a stonewall try­ 
ing to get help.” He explained that 
state disaster aid is geared for the 
public agencies rather than for agri­ 
culture. 
A big need is for equipment to “ redis­ 
tribute and level the soil we have left,” 
said Beattie. The Farm Bureau head 
said even if farm aid is raised to $10,- 
300 maximum it “ would be only a drop 
in the bucket” so far as many strick­ 
en valley farms were concerned. 
“ I just don't know how to point out 
the magnitude of the problem,” he added.

An estimated 214,000 acre feet of 
water has flowed over Cachuma Dam 
since the storms of Jan. 24 and more 
rain fell in scattered showers over Lake 
Cachuma and the Lompoc and Santa Ynez 
Valleys this morning. 


Water was Rowing through the gates 
at the dam today at the rate of 1,200 
cubic feet a second — or at the rate of 
2,400 acre feet of water each 24 hours, 
according to Andy Johnson, bureau of 
reclamation official. 


During the torrential storms that be­ 
gan on Jan. 24 and Jan. 25 a peak of 
more than 80,000 cubic feet of water a 
second flowed through the dam’s auto­ 
matic gates. 


Last night the rains dumped nearly a 
third of an inch of rain cn the Lompoc 
area, raising the season’s total of 15.81 
inches. Last year at this time there had 
been 5.86 inches. 


During the night and early morning 
hours Johnson recorded .44 of an inch 
of rain at the lake and more was fall­ 
ing at 8 a.m.

Violence keynotes state 
colleges new semester 


Stormy at SF State 


. 
SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Spring se­ 
mester got off to a stormy start at San 
Francisco State College Monday, after a 
two-week mid-semester break that in­ 
cluded two bomb attacks on the beleag­ 
uered campus. 
The first day of the new session was 
highlighted by the following develop­ 
ments: 
-Striking students and faculty mem­ 
bers attended class for the first time this 
year to circumvent a new enrollment 
check which 
would have eliminated 
courses not being taught. 
—Acting President S. I. Hayakawa sus­ 
pended two Negro faculty members for 
their part in a disruption at a faculty 
program where Hayakawa was speaking 
last week. 
—The State Attorney General’s office 
won a restraining order against the 
school’s elected student officers, active 
supporters of the strikes, on grounds 
they violated trust and spent student 
body money for unauthorized purposes. 
Hayakawa said the amount may reach 
$100,000. 
—Militants 
read 
“ Quotations from 
Chairman Mao’’ and shouted for 20 min­ 
utes to break up a political science class 
taught by Dr. John Bunzel, a public critic 
of black nationalism. 
-Detectives continued their investi­ 
gation of Sunday's pre-dawn explosion 
which chattered 18 windows in the cam­ 
pus administration building. It was the 
second bomb blast of the mid-semester 
break. 
-Mayor Joseph Alioto said it cost 
the city $622,704 
to police the campus 
from Nov. 6, when the student strike be­ 
gan, through Jan. 17. He asked the state 
for reimbursement. 
Most of the school’s 16,000 students 
and 1,350 teachers attended class Mon­ 
day to meet Hayakawa’s requirement 
that both teachers and students sign spe­ 
cial cards to establish classes. 
“ Our members shall establish their 
classes by meeting the first and only the 
first section of each course,” said a 
leaflet handed out by members of the 
American Federation of Teachers. About 
250 AFT members have been on strike 
since Jan. 6.

Rain at Berkeley 


BERKELEY, 
Calif. (UPI) - Rain 
kept the picketing down at the Univer­ 
sity of California’s Berkeley campus 
Monday, but it did not dampen the inci­ 
dents of violence. 
Cherry bombs were hurled in at least 
five buildings and a tear gas cannister 
was activated in the Student Union cafe­ 
teria. 
About 200 serpintining militants over­ 
turned tables, broke ash t ravs and glass­ 
es, and tore a storage ledge from the 
wall in the cafeteria before the gas 
canister rolled into the room, forcing its 
evacuation for 30 minutes. 
A few card files were also overturned 
in the library, but militants were pre­ 
vented from 
doing 
serious damage. 
There was one arrest and two others sur­ 
rendered to police on warrants. That 
brought to 79 the number arrested since 
the student strike began nearly a month 
ago 
over 
demands 
for an autono­ 
mous Third World college. 
The campus march Monday followed 
a brief, unauthorized and unamplifiHj 
campus rally. The Young Socialist Alli­ 
ance had scheduled a full rally, but it 
was cancelled because police said it 
might have endangered public safety. The 
decision whether to okay rallies will be 
made on a day-to-day basis after consul­ 
tations with police. 
Man injured in auto 
crash near base gate 


A Lompoc man ums in satisfactory 
condition at Vandenberg Air Force Base 
Hospital today despite injuries suffered 
in a grinding collision near the military 
installation’s main gate. 
Richard Garcia, 30, of 126-B N. C St., 
was admitted to the base hospital short­ 
ly after 8:14 p.m., with a cut over one 
eye and multiple bruises over his body, 
according to hospital officials. He was 
to remain in the hospital for observa- 
tion. 
Garcia was injured when his car was 
struck broadside by a car driven by 
James Thomas Stone, 36, of Arroyo 
Grande, according to the California High­ 
way Patrol, Garcia was northbound on 
Lompoc-C asm alia Road at the inter­ 
section of the highway with Vandenberg 
Road, when Stone reportedly ran the red 
traffic signal enroute west on Vanden- 
berg Road, investigating officers re­ 
ported. 
Stone was examined at the base hospit­ 
al and released. 
Both drivers had to be carried from 
their wrecked cars. Garcia’s car rolled 
over with the force of the impact; Stone’s 
car was demolished according to the ro 
port.

Immediate completion of the final feas­ 
ibility report for the construction of the 
$67 million Lompoc Narrows Dam proj­ 
ect was called for yesterday by the 
County Water Agency and Congressman 
Charles M. Teague. 
The County Board of Supervisors, act­ 
ing as the County Water Agency, yester­ 
day, in a unanimous vote approved a 
resolution calling for the “ immediate 
completion and submission of the feasi­ 
bility report” by the regional office of 
the Bureau of Reclamation, The report 
recommends construction of a dam and 
huge reservoir on the outskirts of Lorn- 
poe. 
The resolution cited the fact that the 
preliminary report was submitted to the 
County Water Agency in June of 1908 
and returned, with comment, to the Bur­ 
eau of Reclamation in November, 1968, 
but, “ as of this date, the feasibility re­ 
port has not yet been completed by the 
Bureau of Reclamation nor l>een sub- 
mited to the commissioner by the re­ 
gional director.” 
The speecUup in action on the project 
was prompted by the recent disastrous 
flooding of the Santa Ynez River, flood 
damage to the lower reaches of the river 
to farm lands, to property within the city 
of Lompoc and to property within Van­ 
denberg Air Force Base amounting to 
millions of dollars. 
The resolution also pointed to the fact 
that 
the 
Narrows 
Dam Project, as 
presently proposed, includes 125,000 
acre feet of flood control storage. 
“ The recent flood disaster on the low­ 
er reaches of the Santa Ynez River in the 
Lompoc Plain forcibly reiterated the 
need for flood control protection on the 
Santa Ynez River, downstream of the 
proposed Lompoc Project,” the resoli> 
tion read. 
Meanwhile, in Washington, Congress­ 
man Charles M. Teague reported that he 
had contacted Floyd Dorruny, commis­ 
sioner of reclamation, concerning the 
project and that Dominy stated he would 
ask that 
the report be “ expedited” 
so as to arrive in Washington “ within 
the next 60 days.” 
Virgil Phelps, members* of the board 
of directors of the Santa Ynez River Wa­ 
ter Conservation District, stated that 
he will introduce a similar resolution 
calling for the “ post-haste” completion 
of the study and submission at a special 
meeting of the district to be held in City 
Hall Thursday at 8 p.m. Phelps stated that 
the resolution will also strongly empha­ 
size the flood control aspects of the 
project 
in

City Council is expected to follow suit 
tonight at their regular meeting with a 
strong resolution urging rapid approv­ 
al of the study. 
Copies of all resolutions are expected 
to be forwarded to Secretary of Interior

Aqucmaut's death halts 
Sealab III exploration 
Obituaries 


SAN 
CLEMENTE ISLAND, 
Calif. (UPI)—The death of a 
navy aquanaut from a heart 
attack on the ocean floor has 
brought an immediate suspen­ 
sion of the Sealab III project, 
man’s most ambitious effort to 
conquer the ocean depths. 
Berry M. Cannon, 33, 
a 
civilian 
electronics engineer, 
suffered cardiac arrest Monday 
610 feet beneath the surface, 
where the water pressure is 19 
times greater than normal. 
“ We are not going to continue 
diving operations until we are 
certain what the cause was,” 
said Capt. William M. Nichol­ 
son, head of the Sealab III 
project. 
“ This will set the experiment 
back. We can’t estimate for how 
long 
for 
this 
reason: 
The 
problem of finding out why may 
take some time.” 
An autopsy will be performed 
in San D i e g o and the 70- 
foot long, yellow Sealab habitat 
will be hauled to the surface for 
inspection. 
Cannon’s diving equipment 
was examined before and after 
his fatal dive and was found to 
be 
operating 
properly. 
But 
Nicholson pointed out the water 
temperature was 49 degrees and 
Cannon and his three diving 
companions 
were 
breathing 
almost pure helium. 
“ Helium does cause accelerat­ 
ed heat loss,” Nicholson said. 
“ We don’t know this was the 


cause of death but we will try 
to find out. We can’t begin to 
answer the question why, but 
we must have a pretty good 
answ er before we propose to do 
any more operations.” 
Sealab III was the Navy’s 
most elaborate undersea exper­ 
iment. 
Five 
teams 
of nine 
aquanauts were to spend 12 
days each living and working in 
the habitat-laboratory to test 
man’s ability to function at 
great depths for long periods. 
Cannon’s death was the first 
since 
the 
Navy 
began 
its 
manned undersea exploration 
program with Sealab 1 in 1964. 
Sealab II was launched in 1965 
and three teams of aquanauts 
including astronaut M. Scott 
Carpenter lived and worked at a 
depth of 205 feet for 15 days. 
Cannon 
was a veteran of 
Sealab II, in which he was a 
mate of Carpenter on the first 
team. His death came during 
his second dive in less than 12 
hours. 
His death raised questions of 
why a relatively young man, 
considered in perfect physical 
condition, should have suffered 


a heart attack.

If the Griggsville, 111., Wild 
Bird Society prevails, this 
will be a better world for 
man, beast and bird. 
Listen, don’t shrug off the 
Griggsville Wild Bird Soci­ 
ety. That is a name to be 
reckoned with—largely be­ 
cause of its monthly news­ 
paper, another name to be 
reckoned with, “ The Purple 
Martin Capital News.” 
From 24 to 32 pages, tab­ 
loid size, carrying no adver­ 
tising, the News started out 
as a combination community 
news and bird news publica­ 
tion. As a result of popular 
pressure, it has wound up 
(in its fourth year) as the 
o n l y newspaper published 
about a bird. 
R e s i d e n t s 
of 
eastern 
United States are familiar 
with the birdhouse apart­ 
ments seen high on poles in 
the vicinity of old farm­ 
houses. Some of them go 
back a l m o s t to colonial 
days. 


These are purple martin 
houses and the old residen- 
ters valued the bird for its 
insect-eating abilities. 


As nature-lovers do, it’s 
the practice to toss about 
the figure of 2,000 mosqui­ 
toes a day as the average 
consumption per bird. How­ 
ever, in nature lore there is 
always a touch of contro­ 
versy p l a g u i n g such all- 
encompassing facts. Every 
now and then, the News has 
to quell antimartin people 
who not only question the 
2,000 figure but wonder if the 
martin eats mosquitoes at 
all. 
Not to take sides, the bird 
does live on insects and it’s 
safe to say that, in the in­ 
terest of mankind, the more 
birds and the fewer sprayed 
insecticides the better. 


The newspaper and the 
wild bird society got started 
when the Griggsville, 111., 
J a y c e e s s t a r t e d on a 
big clean-up-the-mosquitoes 
campaign back in 1962. A 
local manufacturing firm de­ 


veloped an aluminum purple 
martin house to encourage 
increased martin residence 
and they went up on the 
town’s telephone poles. 
The campaign was even 
m o r e successful than ex­ 
pected. The town (pop. 1,240) 
became known as the Purple 
Martin Capital. So many in­ 
quiries about the mosquito 
campaign flooded in that the 
Wild 
Bird 
S o c i e t y 
was 
f o u n d e d to answer them. 
Meanwhile, the local plant’s 
martin house began selling 
like crazy and finally the 
martins had things compli­ 
cated to the point that the 
newspaper was founded to 
simplify them. 
The martins can be proud 
of 
their 
paper. 
It 
prints 
pages 
of 
amusing 
letters 
from bird-watcher subscrib­ 
ers, mostly amateurs. For 
many readers, their interest 
in the purple martin and try­ 
ing to attract families of 
them to their own apart- 
ment-birdhouses is a first 
step to interest in wildlife 
and conservation at large. 
A far-flung staff of bird 
observers contributes regu­ 
larly to the News. 
Sand­ 
wiched in are articles by 
experts on general nature 
subjects. Everybody partici­ 
pates. 
The purple martin is the 
patron bird, of course, but 
the interest spreads over all 
American wildlife, particu­ 
larly in the direction of en­ 
couraging e f f o r t s to help 
bird species, like the blue­ 
bird and roseate spoonbill, 
threatened by man-created 
changes 
in their environ­ 
ment. 
For gentle, not-too-scien- 
tific, 
good fun concerning 
nature, there’s nothing like 
the Purple Martin Capital 
News. It costs $3 a year for 
membership in the wild bird 
society and this includes a 
subscription to the paper.

This hand illustrates the 
theme of not taking a discard 
until you have to do so. 
Eddie didn’t know whether 
he should discard a heart or 
a club so he just ruffed and 
played his jack of diamonds. 
Then he cashed dummy’s 
ace and king of hearts. When 
the queen dropped he did 
cash dummy’s q u e e n of 
trumps and discarded his 
jack of clubs on the ace of 
spades. 
If the queen of hearts had 
not dropped, 
South would 
have discarded his jack of 
hearts on the ace of spades 
and ruffed a heart. If hearts 
broke he would have entered 
dummy with the queen of 
trumps and discarded his 
jack of clubs on the last 
heart.

Owners 
offer to 
up jackpot

NEW YORK (UPI)—The ma­ 
jor league clubowners’ offer to 
avert a spring training boycott 
by adding $200,000 to the $1- 
million players pension fund 
was referred to the players by 
their association’s 
executive 
director today with a recom­ 
mendation to vote “ no." 


The 
owners left the next 
move in the dispute up to the 
players 
Monday 
when 
they 
rejected a proposal for a three- 
man arbitration board and then 
made their new money offer. 
John Gaherin, chief negotiator 
for the owners, said the new 
money would increase the clubs’ 
contribution to $5.3-million. 


Marvin 
Miller, 
executive 
director of the players associa­ 
tion, 
said he will take the 
proposal before the players’ 
executive committee but will 
advise the players not to accept 
it. 
The apparent hardening in the 
positions of both sides came as 
the advance guards of players 
began 
to arrive at various 
spring training sites. Few name 
players are expected to report 
unless the pension issue is 
resolved but the extent of the 
boycott is not yet clear. Not a 
single regular reported to the 
Chicago White Sox’ camp in 
Sarasota, 
Fla., 
Monday but 
General Manager Jim Fanning 
of the Montreal Expos said 11 
players have indicated they will 
report at West Palm Beach, 
Fla., and General Manager Spec 
Richardson 
of 
the 
Houston 
Astros said he lias signed 29 of 
the 50 players on the Houston 
Roster. 


Gaherin said the addition of 
the $200,000 proposed by the 
clubowners 
could 
be 
used 
effectively to increase pension 
benefits, disability, 
widows’ 
benefits, 
life 
insurance and 
health care benefits. He said 
the 
players’ 
pension 
fund 
“ already 
is 
unequalled 
in 
professional 
sports or else­ 
where." 


Miller said the “dim pros­ 
pects for a rapid settlement will 
probably lead to the elimination 
of 
any 
meaningful 
spring 
training this year" and added, 
“the 1969 baseball season is in 
jeopardy." 
The players have

boycott into the regular season 
if an agreement is not reached.

ers. 
Steelhead 
fishing 
in local 
creeks is on the slow side. All 
waters are still muddy and 
hard to fish. However, a few 
nice fish have been taken in 
San Luis Creek. The whole as­ 
pect of the stream has changed 
with trees rooted up and the 
water filled with brush in such 
quantities that it will take some 
time to learn the holes and sand 
bars that had been in place for 
over a year. One thing that is 
of benefit, is that once it re­ 
turns to normal, the regular 
stream will be fairly free of 
trash. 
Lake Cachuma has opened 
again. The marina took a bad 
beating with water up to the 
concession stand floor. While 
the lake boats were mostly all 
saved, things were not good for 
many of the private boats which 
were at anchor. The water came 
up so fast that there was little 
to be done. 
One party from Arroyo Gran­ 
de, Mr. and Mrs. Bob Erwin, 
reported coming home after a 


day at Cachuma with limits of 
large trout. Several days later 
they returned with Bob’s bet­ 
ter half coming out high on the 
list with one fish. Eob was 
skunked. 
Margarita Lake is yielding 
some nice catfish but the cli­ 
mate has been on the chilly side. 
Bass fishing is quiet and will 
remain so until the water gets 
a little cleaner. This may not 
occur for some time as water 
is still going over the spillway. 
Anglers in the oceans off San 
Luis Obispo County, including 
surf fishermen, while feeling 
for their Santa Earbara coun­ 
terparts, are very relieved to 
find that the oil slick has so 
far not affected the northern­ 
most beaches. 
What affect the slick will 
have on bait and forage fish 
conditions 
is hard to deter­ 
mine at this time. Last year the 
anchovies and other food fish 
were in the Santa Earbara chan­ 
nel, hence there was extra good 
salmon fishing in that area last 
year. We must wait and see 
about this year.

Williams has with Sears

NEW YORK (UPI)—Ted Wil­ 
liams, one of the highest paid 
players of all time, automatical­ 
ly becomes the highest paid 
manager of all time as soon as 
he scratches his name on that 
Washington 
Senators’ 
con­ 
tract. 
“ Hopefully it should be within 
the next couple of days,” says 
Washington owner Bob Short, 
the man who’s shelling out all 
the heavy cabbage. 
“ I don’t want to pinpoint any 
once specific day he’ll sign and 
then 
invite 
a whole lot of 
questions if that day passes 
without his signing. Nothing has 
changed. We’re very close.” 
Whichever day Williams does 
sign his name to along-term 
contract in that neat, small 
Palmer-like penmanship of his, 
he’ll get $100,000 a year base 
pay. That alone would make 
him the highest paid manager 
ever (Casey Stengel never got 
quite that much) but Williams 
will have another little goodie 
coming in the form of an option 
to 
buy 10 per cent of the 
Senators’ stock. Get some paper 
and pencil and you’ll find that 
comes to $900,000. You’ll also 
find no other manager has ever 
come close to a deal of this kind 
and 
that 
includes 
the 
late 
Connie Mack, who was the last 
manager-owner in baseball and 
really one of a kind. 
Short refuses to spell out the 
terms he has agreed to with 
Williams although he says he 
certainly wishes to pay him the 
same way he was paid as a 
player with the Boston RedSox 
Nobody 
in the club’s history 
ever was paid better. 
The Red 
Sox 
never said 
whether 
they 
paid Williams 
$135,000 a year or $125,000 but 
whichever it was, the figure 
made him high man of his time. 
Only ones to reach that plateau 
since were Sandy Koufax and 
Willie Mays although Frank 
Robinson also comes close. 
But Washington’s offer “ over­ 
whelmed” Williams, a guy who 
isn’t easily overwhelmed.

(U PI)—“ NBC 
Experiment 
in 
Television," 
which 
appears 
mostly 
on 
weekend afternoons, illustrated 
again Sunday why it ought to 
have a regular prime time spot: 
this time with a drama about a 
Negro American teacher who 
visits his German-born, black 
nephew in Munich. 
There was no major “ exper­ 
iment" in the fine piece of work 
by writer Manya Starr, who did 
the original teleplay. It was 
simply a first-rate contribution 
to television, far superior to 
almost anything seen in prime 
time, and one hopes it gets a 
rerun outing at night before the 
mass audience. 
The production, in fact, was 
such a true and affecting story 
—involving a search for identity 
by the teacher, tlu in ;l:ew and 
the 
youth’s 
white 
German 
mother—that one felt it definite­ 
ly 
had 
the 
makings 
to t>e 
expanded 
into 
a 
lull-length 
motion picture. 
There were times that the 
video 
compression 
had 
a 
constricting effect on the story, 
which was fairly bursting—as a 
living piece of work always will 
be—to be told in all its proper 
dimension. It was little sur­ 
prise, 
then, 
to 
learn 
that 
Bavaria 
Film 
Atelier, 
with 
which NBC-TV collaborated in 
the production, “ will show a 
longer version in Germany." 
The one-hour video drama, 
“ Color Me German," offered 


three principal characters who 
were so compelling that one 
could identify in compassion 
with 
all 
of them. And the 
location filming in and around 
Munich contributed greatly to 
the simple reality that was so 
winning in the story. 
James Edwards, whom many 
moviegoers will remember vi­ 
vidly 
from 
“ Home 
of 
the 
Brave," portrayed the Ameri­ 
can 
teacher—a 
man who is 
uncomfortable in middle age 
with the new racial militancy in 
the United States, and whose 
doubts about his place in U.S. 
life have him thinking about 
staying in Munich. 
Ron Williams, as the black 23- 
year-old German nephew, had 
the role of a youngster who was 
sired by an American G.I., and 
who tries—perhaps too hard—to 
believe he is truly accepted in 
Germany, 
but knows in his 
heart he is not. 
Rosemarie Fendel, as the 
attractive 
white woman who 
lives with her black son, played 
a brave but tragic lady whose 
life 
was 
ruined 
by 
the 
illegitimate birth, whose family 
refuses to accept her offspring 
and whose boyfriend will not 
marry her so long as the young 
man is around. 
Miss S tarr’s play, produced 
and directed with grace and 
feeling by Victor Vicas, touched 
feelingly on the problem of the 
thousands 
of 
“ mischlings" 
(children 
of 
mixed 
racial 
parentage), but never slipped 
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away from its gripping story of 
three people. 
The arrival in Munich of the 
teacher, portrayed with searing 
restraint by Edwards, precipi­ 
tates the showdown in the lives 
of all three. Immediately he 
becomes a father substitute for 
the high-spirited, good-natured 
black youth, whose role was 
enacted by Williams with a 
poignant 
attractiveness 
that 
made the play come alive—and 
stay that way. 
The mother and Edwards are 
attracted to each other, and for 
a 
while it looks as though 
something will come of th is- 
making for a new family of 
three. But several incidents 
make all too clear to Edwards 
the real state of his nephew in 
Germany. 
And with the young man’s 
exuberance — and situation — 
bringing alive in the uncle the 
dormant pride in being just a 
free man, it is finally resolved 
the 
two 
will return to the 
United States together, per­ 
manently. The mother loses her 
son, and it is wrenching and 
cruel, 
yet 
she 
is finally, 
perversely, 
freed 
from 
the 
bondage imposed on tier by 
those others around her. 
In a fascinating sidelight to 
the play, NBC-TV notes that the 
germinal idea for the story 
came 
from Edwards, whose 
“ late brother had a son by a 
Swiss-German wife...The young 
man is now living in Switzer­ 
land.»'' 
Leaflet published 
for lettuce growers 


The University of California 
has published a leaflet designed 
to help lettuce growers cope 
with an $11,000,000 - a - year 
problem — weed control. 
The publication, “Weed Con­ 
trol in Lettuce," deals with 
chemical weed control in the 
major California lettuce areas. 
Authors are Arthur H. Lange, 
Extension weed control special­ 
ist at UC-Riverside; Harry S. 
Agamalian, Monterey County 
farm advisor; James M. Lyons, 
UCR associate plant physiolo­ 
gist; and Edwin K. Stillwell, 
Contra Costa County farm ad­ 
visor. 
They estimate that weeds cost 
California lettuce growers $4,- 
000,000 annually to control and 
that about $7,000,000 in crop 
loss is due to weed competi­ 
tion. 
“Weed Control in Lettuce" 
names herbicides used in weed 
control, discusses differences 
in herbicide usage in various 
areas, and describes techniques 
of herbicide application. 
Lettuce is grown on a large 
scale in 12 California counties: 
Monterey, with 50,340 acres, 
Imperial (42,200 acres), River­ 
side, Fresno, San Luis Obispo, 
Santa Cruz, Contra Costa, San­ 
ta Barbara, Ventura, Kern, Al­ 
ameda, and San Benito. 
The leaflet can be obtained 
from Farm and Home Advisors 
Offices of the University in 
nearly all California counties. 


Establishment of a Bachelor 
of Arts degree in speech has 
been announced by California 
State Polytechnic College. 
The new degree program, to 
take effect with the fall quar­ 
ter in September, 1969, was an­ 
nounced by Dr. Carl C. Cum­ 
mins, 
dean 
of the college’s 
School of Applied Arts. It will 
be administered by Cal Poly’s 
new Speech Department, headed 
by Dr. James R. Emmel. 
Dr. Cummins said the new 
curriculum is primarily design­ 
ed to prepare teachers. “ It 
will also develop their abilities 
to take charge of speech activi­ 
ties and to direct programs in 
drama 
and 
forensics," 
he 
added. 


The dean said approval of the 
new degree by the chancellor 
of the California State Colleges, 
Dr. Glenn S. Dumke, was bas­ 
ed primarily on the critical need 
for elementary, secondary, and 
college-level speech teachers 
in California. 


Practical experience for Cal 
Poly speech students will in­ 
clude a variety of related acti­ 
vities. Cal Poly’s student-oper­ 
ated FM radio station, KCPR 
will provide opportunities for 
radio announcing, program pro­ 
duction, 
and station manage­ 
ment. At least six drama pro­ 
ductions on the campus each 
year provide experience in act­ 
ing, directing and production of 
plays. College public speaking 
events and a new program in 
speech correction will also sup­ 
plement course work. 


Dr. Emmel noted, “ A recent 
survey indicated that our state 
needs more speech and drama 
teachers 
in 
the 
elementary 
through junior college levels 
than any o .2r state." 
“Students planning to enter 
business industrial, or gover­ 
nmental service in such areas 
as personnel or la', or-manage­ 
ment relations should also find 
the new degree major of inter­ 
est as a background for those 
fields," the Cal Poly speech 
educator continued. 


Twelve new courses will be 
added 
to the Speech Depart­ 
ment’s schedule of offerings 
for 1969-70 to accommodate 
the new program. They include 
such courses as “ Essentials 
of Discussion," “ Argumenta­ 
tion and Debate," “ Introduction 
to Speech Correction," “ Indus­ 
trial and ProfessionalSpeech," 
and “ History and Criticism of 
Public Address." 


The new major in speech joins 
several 
other programs that 
will be offered at Cal Poly for 
the first time this fall. Bache­ 
lor’s degree majors in history, 
computer 
science, and engi­ 
neering 
technology 
have all 
been announced and are sched­ 
uled for inclusion in the col­ 
lege’s catalog when it is issued 
this spring. 
The speech degree becomes 
the third Bachelor of Arts de­ 


gree offered by the Cal Poly; 
others are in English and his­ 
tory. The college also offers a 
Bachelor of Architecture de­ 
gree and 37 Bachelor of Science 
degrees, chiefly in agriculture 
and engineering. 
Cal Poly’s 
graduate studies include 8 mas­ 
ter’s degree programs.

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Road ahead 


The cautious, exploratory, unflamboyant and unspectacular 
manner in which Richard Nixon has taken over the reins of 
the presidency augurs well for the future. 
Lacking the popularity and influence on Capitol Hill with 
which Lyndon Johnson began his first term, Nixon’s first task 
is to convince a Congress controlled by the opposition party 
that he is not going to be a chief executive who pushes or pulls 
that reluctant body along certain legislative roads he has map­ 
ped out, but rather one who will work with them quietly and 
responsibly in surveying the landscape of national needs and 
laying out the paths that should be taken. 
In other words, Nixon is not going to be a “ personality” 
president. He does not have that old “ charisma,” and at this 
point in history it may be a good thing that he does not. At 
least, it is a welcome change. 
President Johnson besran in a burst of legislative glory, 
proposing and signing more far-reaching social legislation 
than had been seen since the heyday of the New Deal. The na­ 
tion, mourning the slain John Kennedy, was in a mood to erect 
monuments to him by righting many old wrongs and attending 
to many neglected needs. 
President Nixon has as yet sent no major requests to Con­ 
gress, but already there is good indication that his adminis­ 
tration may be remembered as having dealt, in its own un­ 
spectacular way, with certain issues as fundamental as any 
embodied in the New Frontiers or Great Society. 
The nation is now in a different mood, and the time is ripe, 
or ripening, for a number of things.

We may, at long last, see basic tax law reform. Whatever 
is done will be imperfect, displeasing as many as it pleases. 
But the driving philosophy behind it, one which the administra­ 
tion shares, is the realization of the need for justice and fair­ 
ness for Americans at all income levels. 
Nixon is committed to the end of the draft and an all-volun­ 
teer army. Whether his plan is practical and whether he can 
get it through Congress is questionable, but at least the sys­ 
tem as it is will be up for an overdue re-examination. 
The same can be said of reform of the Electoral College and 
the Post Office. Nixon favors a modified electoral system 
which will more closely reflect the popular vote; many in Con­ 
gress want it abolished altogether. But here again it is not 
a matter of opposing philosophies but of different approaches. 
As for the Post Officp, the President has already upset 
many in his own party by announcing that he intends to take 
away one of the traditional spoils of the victor by placing 
the appointment of local postmasters on the basis of competi­ 
tive examinations. 
National defense, particularly the question of anantiballistic 
missile system, is another area in which the Nixon administra­ 
tion is making not agonizing but sober reappraisals. And re­ 
appraisal of the entire “ military - industrial complex” which 
so many Americans fear and distrust. 
In foreign relations, too, the impression is one of cautious, 
continuing re-evaluation of old concepts. 
We are only in the second month of what promises to be a 
highly interesting, and significant, four years. 


Water crossroads 


I don’t think it’s an exage ration to 
say Lompoc Valley specifically and Santa 
Barbara County generally are at the 
crossroads. 
The 
future will record 
whether people of all political pursua- 
sions and economic status united in ef­ 
forts to solve common water problems 
or whether they allowed narrow parti­ 
san interests to turn them back into 
the past. 
Everyone 
agrees 
that Lompoc Valley 
will need supplemen­ 
tal water, but not all 
agree on the timing. 
F urthermore 
most 
experts and interest­ 
ed persons agree that 
Lomjxjc 
Narrows 
Dam Project is the 
most feasible of all 
proposed solutions to 
future water needs. There is also a 
general consensus that the dam will pro­ 
vide vital flood control. 
Richard Henning, local rancher and 
representative of division three in Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation District 
has agreed that the Valley will need 
more water, over and beyond present 
ground waters and possible supplies from 
the State Feather River Project. 
The other night, however, in a 10- 
minute speech before the United Repub­ 
licans of California, UROC, Henning 
went further and said he thought the Lom­ 
poc Narrows Dam project was the most 
feasible of all alternatives. Later, Hen­ 
ning told this reporter that the state­ 
ment was not a change in his thinking. 
Henning had championed an engineering 
look at the possibility of building a dam 
facility on Salsipuedes, but he told this 
reporter such a facility would probably 
doom the construction at the Narrows 
forever. 


Henning is still critical of the loca­ 
tion of the Narrows Dam so close to the 
ocean. He has also been critical of the 
cost and of certain facets of the feasi­ 
bility study prepared by the Bureau of 
Reclamation. 
All this not withstanding, I recall 
Henning some months ago telling his fel­ 
low directors on the water district board 
that we can’t stand in the way of pro­ 
gress. 
Henning has gone farther than most 
interested persons in trying to grasp the 
significance of the bureau’s feasibility 
study and has gone out of his way to 
become an expert on the state project. 
He has toured the facilities of the state’s 
multi-million dollar project and has de­ 
veloped a comprehensive picture of the 
network of facilities that will carry the 
vital water from the north. 
For these reasons, he has become a 
highly valued voice on such matters. It 
would be a shame if his reluctance to 
endorse the Narrows Dam 100 per cent, 
were to provide ammunition for those 
interests that oppose it completely. 
It would also be a shame if the oppo­ 
sition of a handful of ranchers in the 
areas south of Lompoc were to create 
the impression of massive opposition 
to the project. 
It should be borne in mind that the 
Congress is not about to appropriate 
money for a project that is either ec­ 
onomically or engineering-wise unfeasi­ 
ble. 
Opposition to the Narrows Dam pro­ 
ject has concentrated on three main 
points: the question of whether ranch­ 
ers and the city of Lompoc are or are 
not pumping more water from the under­ 
ground than is being replaced each 
year; on the amount of land that would 
be inundated by the lake backing up be­ 
hind the dam and on the cost.

My bag if stocks and bonds, young man. What's yours?' 


The only expert to my knowledge who 
has challenged the bureau’s claim that 
there is an overdraft is Thomas Stet­ 
son, engineering consultant to the water 
district. I respect Stetson’s integrity 
and professional competance. His quali­ 
fications and experience for the job are 
impressive. More than that I like the 
guy. Yet the only evidence that a county 
water consultant has in fact reversed 
his previous estimate that an overdraft 
exists is a report that he might change 
his mind if he surveyed the question 
today; and on the other hand an appar­ 
ent reluctance to positively assert that 
an overdraft exists. 
The question of the cost is academic. 
When the chips are down the federal 
government is not about to saddle any 
community with an oppressive financial 
burden and is not about to approve a 
project that isn’t in fact needed. 
There is abundant proof for these con­ 
tentions. 
On the question of the amount of land 
that would be inundated by water, there 
can be no defense if it’s your land that 
has to go. One of the best arguments 
that has been advanced on the question 
is the one Virgil Phelps used some 
months ago at a Farm Bureau meet­ 
ing in Lompoc. He said it was lit­ 
erally six of one and a half dozen of 
another. He said whereas some local 
ranchers were opposing the construction 
of the dam because of the necessary loss 
of the land, those same ranchers were 
telling us to concentrate on water im­ 
ported from the state project. Phelpswho 
is a rancher and director of the water 
district, noted that some beautiful val­ 
leys in the northern part of the state 
had to be covered with water in order 
to make the state water possible here.

Extension of runways at the Lompoc 
airport necessary before the valley can 
be serviced by a commercial airline, has 
been approved by the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration.

W orld Report by Henry J. Taylor 
Totally Moscow 


The East Germany that is making nois­ 
es again about West Berlin, and may try to 
make trouble for President Richard M. 
Nixon when he gets there on February 
27, is not a satellite country. It is an oc­ 
cupied country. The voice — and all ac­ 
tions — are totally Moscow’s. 
There is a uniformed Soviet commandant 
and his administrative staff on duty in 
every East German center and in more 
than 100 communities right down to the 
grass roots. 
More than 300,000 
Russian 
troops 
are 
stationed in East Ger­ 
many. These comprise 
14 fully mechanized di­ 
visions with their pla­ 
toons of tanks. Since 
the Soviet reconquest 
o f 
Czechoslovakia, 
which was, behind the 
scenes, really a rede­ 
ployment of the Soviet 
forces in Western Eu­ 
rope, these 300,000 are likewise support­ 
ed by the Soviet divisions in Czechoslo 
vakia. It is the Kremlin’s westernmost 
force, its vanguard standing 93 miles 
from the Rhine. 
About 42,500 Russian Army soldiers 
ring Berlin. This involves the matter of 
the walls —for, perhaps unrealized by us, 
there are two, not one. 
The Berlin area (East and West) is so 
immense that Frankfurt, Stuttgart, and 
Munich combined would fit into it. Fast 
Berlin alone covers 153 square miles. 
“ Insulaner” (islander) is the West Ber­ 
liners’ name for themselves. About 700,- 
000 of West Berlin’s population have re­ 
latives in East Berlin. There are 1.1 
million residents. In German “ standes- 
gemass” means “ in accord with sti* 
tus.” The East Berliners have nothing, 
and they have no true status. 
On Sunday, August 13, 1961, com­ 
munism put up the Berlin wall. Three 
million people had fled west. East Ger­ 
many is the only country in Europe, 
and probably in the entire world, which 
has a smaller population today than in 
1945. 
The first wall, an electrically charged 
barbed-wire barricade 95 miles long, cir­ 
cles the city. The 1961 wail, which di­ 
vides the city, runs a solid 10 miles. 
About 70,000 East German workers are 
diverted to keep the two walls con­ 
stantly under repair. In addition, the man­ 
power of 50,000 East Berlin police, a 
guard which alone is about twice the size 
of the entire New York City police force 
for eight million people, is needed to 
guard and patrol the wall. 
The Soviet troops are commanded by a 
four-star general from an immense (for­ 
mer Nazi) headquarters at Wurmsdorf, 
30 miles from Potsdam, East Germany. 
So is the Soviet Air Force. 
Soviet officer defections in East Ger­ 
many are rare. But in the ranks, where 
Soviet Communist party membership 
runs less than 10 per cent and with a 
Communist lieutenant being paid 100 
times as much as an ordinary Red Ar­ 
my soldier, an average 3,000 Russian 
soldiers are defecting to the West each 
year. 
Violating the Potsdam Agreement only 
three months after it was signed, the 
Kremlin has constantly built the so- 
called National People’s Army, About 
93 per cent of its officers today are Com­ 
munist party members. It comprises 
more than 1.4 million men — 200,000 
permanents; 450,000 active reservists; 
320,000 in the special “ Kampfgruppen,” 
or “ battle groups,” of the Communist 
party, a paramilitary force of armed 
workers; and 450,000 more in youth 
leagues. 
The German commander has been made 
a Soviet citizen, with a Soviet general’s 
rank, as controlled beyond himself as a 
puppet glove. Gen. Wilhelm Adam, aide 
to Nazi Field Marshal Friedrich von 
Paulus, who was captured at Stalin­ 
grad and then espoused the Communist 
cause, commands the NPA War Aca­ 
demy, which is in Dresden and is fasb- 
ionea on the Hitler general staffpatteru. 
In fact, there are an estimated 400 
hard-core ex-Nazis in the army high 
command and East German government. 
These include Gen. Willi Stoph, the 
Prime Minister, no less. 
The Kremlin has followed the same 
pattern with the East German Staats- 


sicherheitdienst (STB) secret police. 
In January, 1945, shorly before the Ger­ 
man collapse, part of the Nazi SS and 
Gestapo headquarters moved from Ber­ 
lin to Salzburg. It was scattered through 
Austria’s Styrian lakes area of the Tyro­ 
lean Salzkammert region. The Russians 
seized most of the Nazi intelligence re­ 
cords and recruited these agents whole­ 
sale into the STB. 
Those in charge of our intelligence 


in Berlin tell me there are an incredible 
12,000 Iron Curtain agents in West 
Berlin alone. They practice the tech­ 
nique called “ Überschwemmung,” or 
inundation. If one Red agent is caught or 
disappears 
the Kremlin replaces him 
with four or five more. 


The East German government facade— 
constructed to confuse us —is sheer non­ 
sense.

Bold move 


In the midst of all the furor caused 
by oil contamination of choice South Coast 
beach and harbor areas, the little city of 
Carpintería has come up with a bold new 
move in its chess-like game against giant 
Standard Oil Co. of California. 
No doubt, Carpinteria city officials felt 
it was a good time to make the move. 
A petition for annexation of 151 acres 
of valuable industrially zoned land just 
east of the city — including the multi­ 
million dollar Standard Oil Co. oil pro­ 
cessing plant, storage and other facili­ 
ties — has been filed with the Local 
Agency Formation Commission. 
This first-step to annex the property 
of Standard Oil Co., and also that of Hum­ 
ble Oil and Refining Co. plus other enter­ 
prises extending to the west boundary 
of the old Thunderbowl racing property 
will move forward when LAFCO sched­ 
ules a public hearing. 
Protests of owners of 51 per cent of 
the total assessed valuation of the prop­ 
erties involved could block annexation. 
Thus, success of the annexation seems to 
hinge on the willingness of the two oil 
companies to become part of the city. 
Carpinteria city officials indicate they 
feel that the city has several good 
things going for it in the drive to an­ 
nex the properties. 
“ The South Coast of Santa Barbara 
County has become a mighty sensitive 
area for the entire oil industry,” one 
city representative points out. "If Stan­ 
dard Oil and Humble Oil are willing to 
join this small city and help share the 
burdens of local government, it would 
be a mighty fine public relations ges­ 


ture.” On the other hand, if they don’t, 
it could add up to another strike against 
an industry which has provoked a nation­ 
wide clamor due to the giant oil bath 
given scenic beach areas due to an erup­ 
tion from an offshore well. 
The other thing that Carpinteria has go­ 
ing for it is the favorable vote Carpinteri- 
ans extended to Humble Oil Company’s 
plan to build a processing plant just east 
of the Standard plant. While a county-wide 
referendum resulted in a vote against 
the rezoning for the plant, a majority 
of the Carpinteria folk voted to be hos­ 
pitable. The 21-acre Humble site is un­ 
developed, as a result of the referen­ 
dum vote. 


Market value of the land involved would 
appear to be in excess of $6-million, 
as assessed valuation for tax purj>oses 
is reported at 
$988,000 in improve­ 
ments and $573,000 in land valuation. 
Assessed valuation is normally under 
one-quarter of market value at this time. 
Oil company taxes now help with Car­ 
pinteria school district revenues, but 
furnish no aid to city government, as 
the city boundary stops at the Standard 
Oil Co. plant buffer zone. 


One interesting aspect of the annexa­ 
tion petition is that it comes while the 
city is still embroiled in a legal fight 
with Standard Oil Co. over city propo­ 
sals to annex the tidelands three miles 
off the city and containing Standard Oil 
platforms. It may be the city is hopeful 
of scoring a victory in at least one of 
these two actions, thus adding considera­ 
bly to its city treasury.

Iffy question

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
To demonstrate the extreme difficul­ 
ty of the decision President Nixon, De­ 
fense Secretary Laird and Deputy De­ 
fense Secretary David Packard must 
make on the Sentinel antiballistic mis­ 
sile system, it is necessary to tell the 
experience of a friend. 
This senior engi­ 
neer was sent by his 
company, 
a 
large 
manufacturing 
con­ 
cern, to study the 
country’s major tex- 
'l 
~ \ 
tile plants to deter- 
, 
mine whether it would 
be feasible to move 
into the textile ma­ 
chinery business. 
My friend, in his 
study, demonstrated 
that it would be possible to produce ma­ 
chinery with double the efficiency of the 
obsolete machines then in operation. But 
he recommended against the move. 
He predicted that about the time his 
machinery was developed, the bugs elim­ 
inated and sales well under way, new re­ 
search would have brought about a revo­ 
lution in cloth making. His new machin­ 
ery would thus be obsolete and his com­ 
pany faced with heavy losses. 
If Nixon, Laird and Packard move 
too quickly into the extremely costly 
Sentinel ABM system, the United States 
may end up with outmoded defenses and 
tens of billions of dollars down the 
drain, frhe Soviet Union may have made 
this mistake in its own antimissile de­ 
fense system.) 
If, on the contrary, Nixon, Laird and 


Packard wait too long to build, this coun­ 
try may find itself naked in antiballis­ 
tic missile defenses when we most need 
them. No amount of money however hasti­ 
ly spent could make up for this lack. 


The wise defense man puts off as long 
as he “ safely” can the decision to build 
any extremely costly new system in a 
field where science and technology are 
moving rapidly. Meanwhile, he pours in 
large sums on research and development 
so that when the decision must be made, 
he'll have a system as advanced as he 
can possibly make it at the moment 
of decision. 
The 
key 
word in the above para­ 
graph is “ safely.” Determining how 
long a nation can wait “ safely” has some 
of the elements of the automobile game 
called “ chicken” in which two drivers 
charge at each other head on, each 
deciding how close he can “ safely” 
come to the opponent before veering off 
course. 
But the making of these decisions also 
have some elements of poker in a game 
with experts (except that defense play­ 
ers cannot afford to be bluffed). Nixon, 
Laird and Packard must guess from odds 
and ends of information not only what 
the Soviet Union and Red Chinese have 
but also what they are likely to come 
up with and when as a result of their 
own research. 
Computers can help estimate the pro­ 
babilities; they can’t give the answers 
or make the decisions. 
Packard, of course, was brought into 
the Defense Department to help with just 
this sort of problem.
